Meanwhile the building is city- 
owned and dangerous and dam ag­

Roberts residence next door. 
Not only that, but the ice slides 
create a hazard to the life of tjje 
Roberts children. The 
city 
took 
out protective liability 
insurance 
but an accident “would be a black 
m ark against the 
city,”

To end the danger the council 
last night offered Roberts $2,000

Frightening Outlook In 1965 
A 
frightening toll of 56,000 persons killed 
on American highways will be exacted 
in 1965, an increase of 19,000 over the 1951 
figure which already has risen 9,000 over 
the 1945 highway death toll. 
This is the dire warning of Thomas N. 
Boate. manager of the accident prevention 
department of the Association of Casualty 
and Surety Companies. 
The figures are 
based upon the automobile accident trend 
since 
the 
end of World War ll which 
graphically shows that the nation is losing 
ground in its traffic accident prevention 
campaign. 
According to Hie traffic expert, 
there 
will be 107,200,000 licensed drivers in the 
United States by 1967 and they will be in­ 
volved that year in 16,700,000 automobile 


Truman Enigma Is 
Shown In Publications 
WHATEVER the American people have 
thought of Harry Truman up to now, 
their ideas are in for a jolt as the result 
of two extraordinary recent publications. 
One is a book. “Mr. President,” written 
mostly by Truman himself. The other is an 
article in The Saturday Evening Post on 
“what makes Truman tick.” It was written 
by Samuel Lubell. 
“Mr. President” is a singular work in 
that it represents the first time a President 
in office has ever written such a thing. It’s 
considerably 
more 
singular because of 
what the President has to say. 
He makes some astonishing statements. 
Such as. “I rarely write angry letters." 
And, to William Hillman, who helped him 
assemble the book. “I expect there will be 
those who will construe this as a political 
act. You and I know better.” 
On political bosses, Truman says this: 
“Bosses are usually men who are interest­ 
ed in the political game, who are willing 
to put themselves out and do everything 
possible for the people—accommodate them 
—really to have the welfare of their con­ 
stituents at heart.” He does qualify this 
statement by conceding that bosses some­ 
times go to pot. 
The President is against political corrup­ 
tion. But he defends his relations with the 
Pendergast organization of Kansas City. 
All in all, Truman on Truman is a most 
revealing book. It pictures a man judging 
himself by standards of professional poli­ 
tics which many might regard as an un­ 
suitable yardstick. 
Yet the President obviously is satisfied 
with the picture of himself thus presented. 
If he weren't, the book would not have 
been published. 
On the other hand, his treatment by Lu­ 
bell in The Post doubtless 
leaves 
him 
every way but satisfied. Lubell is an old 
associate of Bernard M. Baruch, whose re­ 
lations with Hie President have not been 
cozy in recent years. 
Lubell’s 
analysis 
of what makes the 
President do what he does rests on the 
pi emise that with all his hard work and 
seemingly 
determined 
action. 
Truman 
wants most just to stand still. 
The 
writer 
gives several instances of 
where the President has taken seemingly 
strong action in a situation, only to coun­ 
teract it later by an equally strong move 
in the opposite direction. 
“A less courageous—or less stubborn— 
man would not be so resolutely indecisive," 
tlie writer states. 
Lubell believes there is more to Till­ 
m ans administrative fluctuations than the 
politician’s characteristic wish to keep in 
the good graces of everybody. The writer 
atributes it to “an inner sense of inferior­ 
ity” which might be the result of any of# 
several experiences in childhood. 
The writer concludes that Truman ap­ 
pears happiest “when able to make a dra­ 
matic show of activity, secure in the know­ 
ledge that nothing much is going to hap­ 
pen.” 
Them’s harsh words. In fact they’re a lit­ 
tle frightening when read 
against 
the 
background of events as presented in the 
article. 
Aside from being good reading, the two 
documents, when taken together, are high- ' 
Iv interesting commentaries on a eontro- j 
versial subject. 


accidents. 
These, of course, are hypothetical fig­ 
ures. They simply mean that unless some­ 
thing is done to effectively control 
the 
traffic accident problem, that is what the 
country can anticipate in highway traffic 
tolls 13 to 15 years hence. 
The traffic accident rate is climbing be­ 
cause of public indifference. 
Even local 
tragedies, increased insurance rates and 
other malodorous developments have not 
been a major deterrent to reckless driving. 
In an address before the Massachusetts 
Safety Council, Boats sums up the problem 
as follows; 
“ In 1965 we may have twice as many 
autos as we have today, almost double the 
present number of licensed drivers, double 
the number of traffic accidents and fatal­ 
ities per year may increase by 50 per cent. 
If the past is any indication of the future, 
highway construction will not keep abreast 
ol automobile production, licensed drivers 
and pedestrian traffic. A situation that is 
already highly complex and deadly can be 
expetced to become much more acute and 
many more times deadly for the child who 
is now six years old by the time he reaches 
his majority. 
Obviously, therefore, it is 
vital that the child of today be trained to 
live with tomorrow’s highway traffic. The 
time to begin is the first day in the first 
grade of school.” 


Friel Resigns As 
State Fair Manager 
THE resignation of James Friel as man­ 
ager of the Michigan State Fair should 
not end the investigation of unsavory prac­ 
tices in the operation of the Michigan Fair 
at Detroit. 
Friel’s resignation developed after Judge 
Chester B. O'Hara, sitting as a one-man 
grand jury, accused Friel of soliciting and 
accepting a bribe from a concessionaire. 
Judge O’Hara asked Governor Williams, 
who appointed Friel, a Democrat, to re­ 
move the State Fair manager. 
Governor 
Williams did not demand Friel’s resigna­ 
tion but did suspend Friel pending a fur­ 
ther investigation of the matter. 
There­ 
upon Friel submitted his resignation vol­ 
untarily. 
The black eye that Friel s administration 
has given to the operation of the Michigan 
State Fair at Detroit is harmful, too, to the 
Upper Peninsula State Fair at Escanaba, 
although the operation of the U. P. State 
Fair has nothing at all in common with the 
Michigan Fair at Detroit. The two fairs not 
only have entirely different management 
bu* they are operated under separate state 
acts.

Personal Cleanliness Is Best 


Preventative for Head Lice

Mrs. M. B. and several others have asked 
now to get rid of the head louse or pedi­ 
culosis capitis. This pest has a more or less 
universal 
distribution, 
although 
people 
who live in less crowded parts of the 
w orld and those who are accustomed to the 
Ii Doral use oi soap and water are less like- 
i 
to have trouble than the rest of human­ 
ity. 
Until r e c e n tly , treatment was often dif- 
llcult because the substances which poison 
lice did not always work, and their appli­ 
cation took a great deal of time and work 
on the part of the patient. Now', partly as a 
ie* ult of war experience, there are several 
hicnl.v satisfactory methods of eliminating 
lice from tho human body. 
The newer methods include the use of 
DDT powder, a substance known as benzy l 
benseate. and for body lice, a kind of bomb 
matte up of w'hat is called freon pyrethrum, 
which can be sprayed over the entire sur­ 
face in a few second®, providing a suitable 
place for use is available. 
In order to make any of these treatments 
successful, however, it is important to fol­ 
low directions closely and in the case of 
head lice to guard against injuria* to the 
eyes. 
Lice lay eggs, or nils, on the body. These 
hatch rn about seven day*. Th# int* are Bot 


destroyed by most treatmests, so that they 
must be destroyed in some other way— 
usually a second treatment after the nits 
have hatched. The female louse lays from 
50 to 150 eggs a day and the average in­ 
dividual louse will live from 30 to 40 days 


LICE CARRY DISEASE 


In 
addition 
to discomfort and general 
disapproval of the louse's involuntary host, 
there is real danger involved. Several dis­ 
cases are tarried by lice and the more peo­ 
ple have them, the more risk there is of 
spreading those diseases. 
Some people seem to have a special a’- 
traction for lice. It is known that lice will 
leave the bodies of those who are less at­ 
tractive to them for those who seem, for 
some unknown reason, to be preferable 
There are several kinds of lice. Most of 
them prefer the human scalp except the 
crab louse, which likes the groin region. 
The principal method of control are pre­ 
vention and treatment of the unfortunate 
person who has acquired vermin. Personal 
cleanliness is the most important part of 
prevention. There is no doubt that bathing 
in warm water and the use of soap at least 
once a week, 
together 
with 
frequent 
changes into clean clothing 
lessens 
the 
chances at acquiring lice

WASHINGTON — Politics wasn't men­ 
tioned during the backstage debate on 
bringing General Eisenhower home, but it 
hung over almost every word of the dis­ 
cussion. Except with a handful of senators, 
the real question—the security of Europe— 
w'as lost sight of. 
Here is the background story of the de­ 
bate over bringing Ike back from Paris. 
Well 
before 
the New Hampshire pri­ 
m a r y , President Truman sent word to Eis­ 
enhower through Averell Harriman, in­ 
viting him back to Washington to testify 
on aid to Europe. This was at a time when 
Eisenhower supporters were wringing their 
hands over the danger of his defeat and 
privately urging Ike to come home. 
Tru­ 
man’s plan to bring Ike home, therefore, 
dovetailed right into the plan of Senators 
Lodge and Duff and Governor Dewey. Un­ 
til New Hampshire, they were strong for it. 
But suddenly, after Ike’s victory in New 
Hampshire, they had a change 
of 
heart. 
Suddenly they figured their man could win 
without coming back to the U. S. A. Sud­ 
denly also they decided that the risk of 
having Ike testify on 
the 
controversial 
question of foreign aid was such that he 
should remain in Paris. 
That was why* Senator Lodge, the Eisen­ 
hower campaign manager, voted by proxy 
in the foreign relations committee to keep 
Ike in Paris: also w'hv Smith of New Jer­ 
sey. an Eisenhower Republican, did like­ 
wise. 
GEORGE SAYS NO 
No mat4er what you think of Harry Tru­ 
man. however, in this case involving the 
all-important question of foreign policy, he 
played the game straight. Truman’s main 
idea is to get foreign aid passed. 
Having already invited Eisenhower to 
come home and testify, he assumed this 
would be done. So also did the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, who. until last weekend, 
were 
making plans for Ike's arrival. 
However, 
some White House advisers 
thought it would be more 
diplomatic 
to 
have the two 
congressional 
committees 
which must pass on foreign aid extend the 
official invitation to 
Eisenhower 
rather 
than have the President “order” him back. 
So Senator McMahon of Connecticut, one 
of the ablest administration leaders in the 
Senate, picked up the ball and demanded 
that the Senate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee. of which he is a menfber, extend the 
invitation. 
When tile vote came up iii a closed-door 
session, however, politics obviously dom­ 
inated the debate. 
Senator George of Georgia led the drive 
to block Ike's return, 
probably 
because 
George, first, is strongly in favor of cutting 
the mutual-security funds; also, though a 
Democrat, friends say that he leans toward 
Taft for president. Though George cooper­ 
ates with his Georgia colleague. 
Senator 
Russell, there never has been too much 
love lost between them. 
( 
Significantly, 
both groups of Republi­ 
cans were against having Ike return. The 
pro-Taft 
Republicans feared Ike might 
make political hay by winning over 
the 
congressional committee; 
while the pro- 
Eisenhower Republicans figured there was 
no use taking the chance of having their 
man get mixed up in the fordign-aid con­ 
troversy. 
MCMAHON PLEADS 
* 
Senator 
McMahon opened the closed- 
dooi debate by urging that it was Ei^?n- 
hower’s nuty to inform the Senate 
how 
much money it should vote for the security 
of Europe. 
“Theres no politics being played here, 
at least on my part," declared McMahon. 
“I realize that General Eisenhower’s prom­ 
inence in the Republican party has increas­ 
ed since his victory in New Hampshire. But 
before the New Hampshire results were 
known, I suggested to this committee that 
Eisenhower be invited here. 
“I timed my proposal to avoid the intru­ 
sion of politics. We have every reason to 
seek the general’s 
views, 
since 
three- 
fourths of this $7,900,000,000 appropriation 
—or 
about 
$5,900,000.000—will be spent 
through his command.” 
“I'm against this proposal iii any form,” 
snapped Senator George. 
He continued 
with a lengthy argument that Eisenhower’s 
testimony would be “politically misunder­ 
stood." 
“Well, I'm for it," announced Tobey oi 
New Hampshire, who is an Eisenhower Re­ 
publican, but also strong for foreign aid. 
"Who knows more about this matter, the 
financial and military espects of NATO, 
than General Eisenhower?

Yardstick For Foreign Aid: 
Britain Today’s Brightest Spot 
In Rearmament Picture For West

LONDON— (NEA)— The Bri­ 
tish have been 
accustomed 
for 
some centuries to being blamed 
for anything that goes wrong any­ 
where. 
Even now. when it has become 
America’s lot to shoulder the bur­ 
den of responsibility for world af­ 
fairs, people still have a tendency 
to lambaste Britain at every turn. 
Since the end of World War II, 
the U. S. has spent nearly $2.7 
billion in grants to the United 
Kingdom (see chart) and has al­ 
most another $5 billion in out­ 
standing loans and other credits. 
In answer to this aid, however, 
Britain has a number of hearten­ 
ing facts to muster in the general 
council of western rearmament, 
where other NATO nations seem 
to be fumbling for a reply. 
For example: 
1. Britain’s 
total 
rearmament 
effort is greater than all the rest 
of the NATO countries combined 
—exclusive of the U. S. Her $13 
billion military budget (covering 
a three-year period) 
is 
36 
per 
cent of the national budget. (Ours, 
for the year ending June 30, is 
$49 billion, about 70 per cent of 
the national budget.) 
2. Britain has more troops, per- 
centage-w’ise, on active duty than 
the U. S. 
3. 
Three-quarters 
of 
all 
the 
hard military goods, like tanks 
and big guns, produced in Europe 
will come from Britain. 
4. The increase in the rate of 
productivity of 
British industry 
since the war is higher than any­ 
where else in the world. 
This is the top of the plus side 
of the ledger. 
There is a minus side, too. 
Britain came out of the war 
pretty 
nearly 
poverty-stricken, 
with most of her overseas credits 
gone the way of military neces­ 
sity. 
Her industrial tools had been

working on war production for so 
long that most of them should 
have been scrapped and a whole 
new plant developed for post-war 
civilian goods. 
Then the Korean war exploded 
and the need for mutual defense 
against possible Russian aggres­ 
sion became obvious. 
The Labor 
government 
reacted 
positively, 
despite the anguished cries of its 
own left wing, led by Aneurin 
Bevan. 
The 
present 
rearm a­ 
ment program, begun under Cle­ 
ment Attlee, has wide bipartisan 
support under Winston Churchill. 
But the going has been rough, 
especially on the average Brit­ 
isher himself. The new' budget of 
Chancellor 
of 
the 
Exchequer 
Richard Butler will mean domes­ 
tic hardships that would make 
Frenchmen {o on a sitdown strike. 
The crux of the British econ­ 
omic problem is coal. Britain has 
vast coal fields. 
They are much 
more difficult to mine than ours, 
and the mining is inefficient from 
the 
American 
viewpoint. 
But 
U.S. machinery developed won’t 
function in British mines. 
New 
machinery must be developed. 
Moreover, since the war, thou­ 
sands 
of 
British 
miners 
have 
left the pits for other work. 
To­ 
day, Britain needs at least 50,000 
more miners. 
Although many of Italy’s 2,000,- 
000 unemployed would like to be­ 
come coal miners in Britain, Brit­ 
ish mine unions won’t have it. 
The 
Unions claim 
that 
non- 
English speaking workers would 
be a danger factor in the mine 
operations, that imported miners 
could well be used 
as 
strike­ 
breakers, remembering what hap­ 
pened in the 1920s with imported 
Polish miners. 
But if Britain could mine even 
20 million more tons of coal a 
year, says Butler, she would have 
a surplus to exchange fbr steal, 
and 
her 
industrial 
recovery, 
largely dependent upon steel im-

The British armed forces are in 
a better way, and with modern­ 
ized equipment they will be by 
far the most potent western ele­ 
ment after ours. 
The army and navy have been 
subsisting largely on material left 
over from World War II. 
Per­ 
haps the most archaic equipment 
is in electronics, such as radar 
warning devices. 
The U. S. is 
working to fill some of the gaps. 
On the bright side is the fact 
that because of wartime lend- 
lease, British troops need only a 
minimum of instruction about U.S. 
equipment. 
The British remember too well 
they were a prime aerial target 
during World War II. Except for 
yelps from the left-wing Bevans, 
they welcome the big buildup of 
American air strength on their 
little island. 
The British and American air 
units here have three missions: 
1. Immediate area defense of 
Britain. 
U.S. fighters are integ­ 
rated into the RAF plan. 
2. 
Close ground support 
for 
possible ground action on the con­ 
tinent. 
3. Strategic bombing of the con­ 
tinent. 
Of these, the major American 
mission is the strategic bombing. 
A vast air base building pro­ 
gram is under way with British 
labor 
and 
American 
materials. 
The average expense split is about 
60 per cent British. 
Contrary to wide-spread gos­ 
sip, we do not pay rent on these 
bases. 
A total of 27 American bases 
is now planned, under an agree­ 
ment that will continue “as long 
as it is in the interests of both 
countries.” 
British 
industry's 
efficiency 
step-up since the war still isn’t 
enough in the light of Britain's 
population density and 
lack 
of 
raw materials. 
The main problem the British 
must 
overcome, 
according 
to 
American 
economists, 
is 
their 
preoccupation with perfectionism 
in craftsmanship, which naturally 
obstructs production volume, 
As 
one American puts it: “We must 
convert the British from quality 
to quantity.” 
But the British emphasis on 
quality has an important bearing 
upon defense preparation. British 
“idea men” developed the first jet 
engine (now

museum), radar and penicillin. It 
remained for Americans to con­ 
ceive mass 
production 
methods 
for these vital assets. 
After journeying through some 
of the “small busted nations” of 
our 
developing alliance. Britain 
is a breath of Spring. 
Despite the nearly 13 years of 
personal hardship since the be­ 
ginning of the war—th# war that 
has never really ended for any 
British householder — the people 
of Britain can still smile. 
In Britain there’s none of the 
grimness of 
Belgrade,

WALK OR RIDE—Reduced to its ulti­ 
mate simplicity, the question 
of 
public 
transportation is one of walking or riding. 
And in the earliest days of this commu­ 
nity many people did walk and for long 
distances. 
There was less need for daily 
transportation in 1870 than today, 
how­ 
ever, for the town was small, 
workmen 
and school children carried lunches, and 
people shopped less often and for larger 
quantities. 
The horse and carriage was an institu­ 
tion and even a sign of affluence. 
As for the carriage rented from the liv­ 
ely stable, you could get one to your taste, 
ranging from a prancing animal and a fast 
rig to a sedate team and hack. 
No gay young blade would think of 
stepping out in style without a rented 
rig, tasseled whip, and dash of bay rum. 
He represented the convertible crowd of 
the horse and buggy period.

BIKES AND BELLS—There were many 
livery stables in Escanaba in

The bicycle 
suddenly became a popular form of peiT-, 
sonal transport.

AUTOMOBILE—The demand for 
better roads was voiced by the cyclist be­ 
fore the advent of the automobile.

It was not until about 1919, however, 
that the auto became a year-around con­ 
veyance. In that year a limited program of 
snow-plowing was begun. It was no longer 
necessary to “lay up” the auto in winter­ 
time.

BUSES FOR EVERYONE—As 
owner­ 
ship of automobiles increased the patron­ 
age of the street cars decreased until they 
went out of business. 
The motor bus replaced the street car 
but patronage continued to dwindle, be­ 
cause the number of private autos

Today nearly every 
family has its own car. Local bus service is 
no longer essential for the majority of th* 
people. 
There still remains a number of peo­ 
ple, however, who will be hard hit by 
the passing of local bus service. What, if 
any. transportation service will be offer-

cd to fill the gap is yet undetermined. 
Perhaps a new system—of a kind not pre­ 
viously 
considered—will be forthcoming J 
And perhaps the era of local public trans­ 
portal ion on scheduled runs has come to 
an end.

Grandma Spoil The Kids

(Q) “My husband is an only child and his mother adores 
children. We have two, a boy, two years old and a girl, eight 
months old. My m other-in-law feels that whatever they do or 
want to do is perfectly all right. She argues that you can’t spoil 
children and I feel differently. She just won’t listen to anything 
I say and does just as she pleases. She is always giving them 
presents I feel they should get only at Christmas or birthdays. 
What can I do when she is so persistent?”—Mrs. T. M. 
(A ) You have a ticklish problem on your hands. Naturally you 
do not want to offend your m other-in-law and upset your husband 
but, at the same time, you are not being fair to yourself or to your 
children if you allow her to continue. 
For the short times your m other-in-law is with the children, they 
w ill behave fairly well, especially if she showers them with gifts or 
bribes them to do w hat she wants them to do. But her allowing them 
to do just as they please will make them difficult for you to handle 
and, as you will be with them most of the time, you will be the one 
to pay the penalty for her laxity. 
Your m other-in-law may not realize it but it is a know n fact that 
children “spoil” easily. The younger they are, the more quickly they 
becom e spoiled. And, once they are spoiled, correcting the trouble is 
a long, hard job. 
If your m other-in-law is unwilling to cooperate and take sug­ 
gestions from you, the only thing you can do is to m ake a point of 
being around whenever she is with the children. Keep a watchful 
•y e on w hat she does and quickly put a stop to any pampering by 
saying firmly but kindly, “We don't do it that way in our home” or 
“The children aren’t used to having things done this way.” 
Your m other-in-law m ay qbject to your interference and she 
m ay even accuse you of having “new-fangled ideas” about how to 
bring up children. But, in the long run, you will find this the lesser 
of two evils. 
A spoiled child takes up more of your time and energy and in­ 
terferes more with the peace and harm ony of the home than the 
temporary upsets that may come when you try to interfere and put 
a stop to your m other-in-law ’s spoiling of your children.

Young Belgian King 
To Be On New Stamp 


BRUSSELS, Belgium — (/Pf — 
The first stamp carrying the por­ 
trait of Belgium’s 
young 
King 
Baudouin will be put on sale May 
14 for the opening here of the 
Congress of the Universal Postal 
Union. 
The stamp, with a face value of 
50 francs (one dollar) will be the 
first of a regular series which will 
include all face values above one 
franc (two cents). 
No decision has been reached yet 
on the way the king will be pic­ 
tured—whether full face on iii pro­ 
file, with or without his glasses. 
The decision must be approved by 
the monarch before the stamp can 
go to the presses.

So far it has been approved by 
five of these, in addition to the 
United States. They are:

Britain, Australia, New' Zealand, 
Ceylon and Japan itself. Yet to 
act are Canada. France, Indonesia. 
The Netherlands, Pakistan and the 
Philippines. 
Sovereignty Restored 
The Senate yesterday also ap­ 
proved three Pacific security pacts 
which the administration has said 
were of equal importance. 
Those with the Philippines and 
with Australia and New Zealand 
u'ent through quickly on voice 
votes. But the pact w'ith Japan 
produced some debate and a roll 
call vote in which it was approved 
58 to 9. 
This big event in Japanese his­ 
tory, by coincidence, fell on a na­ 
tional 
holiday—the 
arrival 
of 
Spring. 
A foreign office official said the 
Japanese “deeply appreciate the 
effort made by the United States 
which has brought near the day of 
Japan’s formal re-entry into the 
family of nations.” 
Japanese editors and publishers 
called »on Gen. Matthew B. Ridg­ 
way, Allied commander, to ex­ 
press approval of the Senate ac­ 
tion. 
The Japanese peace treaty re­ 
stores the full sovereignty of Ja­ 
pan over its home islands.
